who were in opposition to what was 
called "tbe new learning" In the six- 
teenth century... It is easy to sco bow 
rei)dliy convertible the term would be. 
.Any opponent of tbe new learning 
would bo apt to be referred to as a 
biinxiunn. or. more briefly, ns a Duns, 
to indicate that be held the views of 
which Duns Scotus was the most cmi 
neut representative. But as the time 
went on ami the new learning triumph- 
ed to .call any one a Dunsman or a 
dunco would be equivalent to describ- 
ing him not merely as opposed to a 
certain set of doctrines, but as inca- 
pable of learning and enlightenment.

THE OLD LIBERTY 
BELL 


History of This Relic of the Revolu 


tionary Patriots. 


Ovcrvlgorous ringing of the old Lib- 


erty hell many years ago on tho occa- 
sion of the celebration of the Declara- 
tion of Independence was what put 
the crack in It and forever destroyed 
Its resonant tone. It was cast by i'ass 
& Stow lu Philadelphia and hung'In 
the belfry of tho now historic state- 
house In lower Chestnut street early in 
June, 1703. 
It contains 2,080 pounds 


of metal. 


Near the top of the bell were cast 


the words "Proclaim Liberty Through- 
out All tbe Land Onto All the Inhabit- 
ants Thereof." 
Prophetic of Its dcs- 


tiuy, this gave It the name Liberty 
bell. 


When the British army marched on 


Philadelphia In 1777 the bell was tnlt- 
en dow!) by patriots nnd carried off In 
tho n|ght to Allentowu in order that 
It might not fall Into tho hands of the 
enemy. In 17S1 It was returned to tho 
tower of the 8tnrcliou.se. 


Kor more than half a hundred years 


thereafter the bell was rung and hon- 
ored ou Independence day every year 
before the crack appeared] In it. 
An 


effort was made tg. restore its tone by 
sawing the crack wider, but tills prov- 
ed of no avnll. 
The bell was finally 


removed from the .tower to a lower 
story of lhe statehouse and used only 
on extraordinary occasions. 
Subse- 


quently it wiis rigged up on Its origi- 
nal timbers In the vestibule. In 1803 
It was exhibited nt the Columbian ex- 
position in Chicago.
